TITHES 


 T fir t wwre mt required, but given, only of the ſpoyles of the 
LK. Warre, (only on:e,) by Abraham, unto him that was made 
like unto the $91, but the ſub tance bzinr nw come, ( even Chrit ) 
who was before the Warres, an4 before Abraham, he redeemes out of 
the lu't from whence the Warres ariſeth, an1 ſo bringeth to an en1 of 
that from whence Warres cometh,an4 ſo to an end of that from whence 
Tithes were firſt given ; and ſo to give nor pay Tithes n» longer ; being 
redeemed out of Iut, and Warres, and fightings, by the blood of 
Feſus who ſaid I am the light, that abides a Priet for ever, and his 
day Abraham rejoyced to ſee, who brings to the end of the Tithes, and 
wakes Warre with that, ani ſlayes that, which cauſed Men t1 ſlay one 
another, in the Warres, who comes to ſave the life, who is greater 
then Abraham, who being n»w come ; denyeth fighting. and ſaith he 
that taketh the Sword ſhall periſh with the Sword, and ſo that was to 
periſh whereby Tithes were firſt given, then mu# there needs be an end 
of Tithes, which alſo periſheth with the uſing, and the Law for the 
Tithes (which bad a ſhadow of good things t) come) decayes, and wax= 
es old, and vaniſheth away, the good things themſelves being come, 
and good will towards Man, and the Covenant of Light to joyne the 
bearts together. 

For Tithes were never given nr paid untill after Men bad killed, 
and ſlaine, and done violence and wrong one to another, and Chriſt 
ſaith Iove your enemies, and if he ſmite thee on the one cheeke turn the 
*ther, and ſuch as are come to that, and obeyes his command, are 


come 
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come out of the Warres, and the firife, unto the Prince of peace, whe 
was before the Warres, and ſo knowes the peaceable Covenant, which 


killing one another,. an4 ſo ces to the end of that Covenant which 
commanded the Tithes, an1 to the chanze of the Law, the Prie'# whereof 
and they that receive the Tithes, murdered and flem him that is to IM: 
bring to the end of the Tithes, ſo that by him to the end they are not 
come, nor from under the fir Covenant, where the Tithes is paid 
while!? the vayle is over the heart, and that mini try Fanding which * 
ranks mothing perfect, and will dye, and change, and perith: but - 

he that redeemes out of, and from among them, an4 that, which per- 

iſheth, abides a Pre t for ever ; and of him it # ſaid he liveth : and ſo 

hine we beare teſtimony of, who is eatred within the vaile in whom the 

waile is done away,and ſo that is ſeen,an1 departed from,and made ay 

end of, which (tood whileit the vaile was not rent, and the wa 'y into & 

vrore holy knowne, then the firt Covenant where the Tithes were paid, 

_the vaile being over the heart, ant is yt over the hearts of all them, , 
who pay or receive Tithes, and all that uphold it, who may take notice PP” 
that the fir Prieits that ever tooke Tithes and offerings by force, were 
Sons of Beliall an1 know nt God, whom the Lord deſtroyed, and they 
perited in the Warres, with the Swrrd, 1 Sam.2.12. verſ.16. 

Therefore we cannot 5ut deny Tithes, an1 the upholding of it, aud 
all ſuch as take it (eſpecially ) by force, which actions are the ſruits of 
ſuch Prie's as ky w not God, and ſuch he wit overturn. 

For the ſeed of God in many thouſands, cryes unto him, by reaſon of 

the cruell oppreſſion of Tithes, from unler which the Lord will 
deliver ts. 
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
